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Rackets figure- Carlos Mar- 
cello was taken into custody 
today by federal officials aft- 
er a U.S. Grand Jury indicted 
him on charges of illegal 
presence in the United States. 

Marcello was led into the 
Wild Life and Fisheries build- 
ing in handcuffs about 2 p.m. 

The indictment was return- 
ed before Federal District 
Judge James A. Comiskey at 



11 -.30 a.m. at the request of 
the U.S. Attorney’s office. 
The indictment was sealed 
and not released for publi- 
cation. 

A WARRANT of arrest was 
issued for Marcello and the 
indictment was unsealed short- 
ly after 2 p.m. 

There v/as no word as to 
where Marcello was arrested. 



He lives in Metairie. 

Marcello has been under 
federal deportation orders for 
years because of a narcotics 
conviction. Always before, ef- 
forts to deport him have 
failed because no country will 
accept him. 

THE R.ACKETS figure was 
born in Tunis, North Africa, 
when that land belonged to 



Italy. But neither the new na- 
tion of Tunisia nor Italy will 
accept him. 

' In 1964, the justice depart- 
ment arrested him and flew 
him to Guatemala, claiming 
he was born there. But a 
Guatemalan court ruled the 
birth documents fraudulent. 
Marcello returned to New Or- 
leans.

linghouse said the indictment 
charges “that Marcello, alias 
Calogero Minacori, an alien, 
was found in New Orleans 
June 17, 1970; that Marcello 
on April 4, 1961, was deported 
from the U.S., did not apply 
for readmission and that the 
attorney general did not con- 
sent to his reentry.’’
